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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on page 4 second paragraph 
"the frequency at which the keyword appeared in a search result does not teach or suggest a frequency at which the search terms are 
input." Examiner disagrees, Dagtas teaches on (figure 1 5) a search field Magic has been inserted. The output of this search results in 
various forms of programming including, discovery channel, disney and sports. As a result, Dagtas teaches a system at which the 
frequency of the search term are input. The frequency of the word magic/magical is output and shown on figure 15. In addition (page 1 1 
paragraph (0147) teaches the epg permits viewers to merge their individual queries into a composite query. The epg also permits a viewer 
to save queries in a convinient hierarchic structrure. Therefore, keeping and saving what is ought to be important. 
Applicant further argues on page 4 fourth paragraph, "Dagtas does not teach or suggest inputting search terms from an external device." 
Examiner again disagrees. Figure 5 of Dagtas clearly teaches the user inputs the word "magic." As a result, there must be a form of input in 
the system to insert the characters. Hence the system taught by Dagstas discloses inputting search terms from an external device. In 
addition, the interpretation of an "external inputting device" can be any form of keyboard or remote control as shown on (68) in figure 3. 
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
